SEPTICEMIA 


Septicemla is the usual medical term for the con- 


dition which Is more familiar to the layman as acute 
blood poisoning. Many erratic notions, and danger- 
ous notions they are. still cling to the Idea of blood 
poisoning in the lay mind, and these wrong notions 
are maintained chiefly by the gossip of Ignorant 
people and the unrestrained play which newspaper 
reporters and contributors are permitted in the 
way of putting their imagination into print. For ex- 
ample, there is no dye- which can possibly cause 
blood poisoning. No case of blood poison has ever 
been caused by rust of verdigris or paint or stain or 
coloring matter or rouge or cosmetic or hair dye or 
metallic substance, though It Is of course true that 


THAT FARM "WEALTH" 


Many a wild conniption 
is being 


thrown over this year's increase in the 
value of farm crops. From some of the 
comments it would seem that the farmer 
is rolling in wealth, buying phonograph 
records by the gross, stepping up his 
radio to catch Hawaii, and trading in 
the Ford on a fleet of Cunninghams. 
Starved so recently, he is pictured as 
surfeited: poverty-stricken a few months 
back he is now supposedly the favorite 
of 
fortune, 
the bank-breaker in an 


agricultural Monte Carlo. 


Farmer gains are placed by congratu- 


lators at from a billion dollars to a bil- 
lion and a half.. As a matter of cold 
fact, basing the gains on the actual crop 
destined for market, farmers should 
have about SI80.000.000 added to 
their income due to the better prices of 
wheat'; $150.000,000 in corn; $262,- 
500.000 or so in cotton, and about 
8100,000,000 in the other agricultural 
staples.' That runs up to about $700,- 
000.000. 
Coupled with the continued 


decline in the prices of other commodi- 
ties which he must buy. the purchasing 
power of the 'farmer's products has 
jumped to 77 per cent of what it was in 
1913. 


But there is another angle. 
"When 


we say the^farmer's purchasing power 
has increased, we ought to take into ac- 
count his fixed charges—taxes and in- 
terest. 


His wheat and corn may be able to 


buv more automobiles; but what if he 
can't use the increase for that purpose, 
but must turn it over'to the government 
and to his creditors ? Recently the How- 
ard-Moorhouse agricultural business ser- 
vice estimated that farmers in 1913 paid 
S666.000.000 in direct taxes, mort- 
gages and bank interest; that in 1923 
they paid out 81.745.000.000 for the 
same expenses, and that consequently they 
are annually more than a billion dollars 
in the hole as compared to 1913 before 
they even begin to count their score on. 
this year's winning game. 


The farmer who has kept out of debt 


and lives in a state where taxes are rea- 
sonable is undoubtedly fortunate this 
year. He can hardly fail to have a neat 
increase to bank in the fall. He can af- 
ford luxuries he has had to forego. But 
over the nation as a whole it is well to 
speak of the new "wealth" with re- 
servations. Much of it is mortgaged be- 
fore collection. 
The greatest hope for 


the farmer's well-being is that he will ap- 
ply his increase, not to extravagance but 
to the removal of his fixed burdens of 
interest. On taxes he may have to wait.

are liable to poisoning:. Septlcemla or acute blood 
poisoning is caused only by germs getting into the 
blood. The germs responsible In most cases of sep- 
tlcemia are the common pus producing types, such 
as the streptococci and staphylococcl. and N these 
germs gain entrance either/directly through'' some 
trifling wound of skin or mucous membrane or from 
some septic focus where they have already found a 
local footing as in a "gathering in the ear" or ton- 
sillitis or an "ulcerated tooth." The more striking 
cases of septicemia occur in persons who have bad 
some trifling blister, scratch, cut or puncture of 
the skin which has not received1 proper Immediate 
surgical care or first aid treatment. The deadly 
germs of septicemia are invisible, but ublguitous 
and no respecters of ordinary personal cleanliness, 
so that it is well to remember that the danger of 
blood poisoning, although remote, is to be guarded 
against in every Instance of injury or breaking of 
the skin or mucous membrane, no matter how trif- 
ling the injury may seem. 
Just why some of us. at least some of the time 


have the capacity to resist septic infection of 
this kind, while others, at least part of the time, 
seem to have lost that natural immunity or power 
of resistance. Is a question which cannot be finally 
answered 'at present. 
But I venture to suggest 


here why small wounds heal more promptly in 
some apparently well persons thani in others, or 
why such wounds "fester" and heal but slowly in 
some persons. I think it'ls principally a question of 
asepsis, surgical cleanliness, proper immediate first 
aid care. Surgical cleanliness and ordinary estethic 
cleanliness have practically nothing in common. I 
have tried to explain the vital difference between 
these two kinds of cleanliness many times. There is 
room here to say just this: Disease germs never 
travel or forage for prey but go only where they 
are carried: and being invisible they are often present 
on surfaces which are esthetically clean. For In- 
stance, your fingers, or your family box of salve 
It Is out of place to attempt to describe septicemia 


here 
But we should all know the- warning signals. 


the signs of beginning blood poisoning, which are 
as follows: Onset of pain, throbbing, swelling or 
redness about the wound some hours after the 
Injury 
Reddish streaks following the lymph chan- 


nels up the arm or leg from the wound. Chilliness, 
feverlshness. malai?e.

Progressive cities provid- 
ed a typical school for the abnormal- 
ly dull children—the obviously feeble 
minded and undeveloped. But the rest 
of the children -worked together, re- 
gardless of mentality.

struggled along end bright pupils 
loafed, while the 
great 
majority 


plodded. 
T^en. methods of testing made it 


plssible for a teacher to recognize 
the Incipient genius, the high grade 
moron, and other degrees of mental- 
ity. To 'late, the intelligence tests 
are neither perfect nor Infallible: but 
they are reasonably accurate and 
they are already widely used by teach- 
ers. They have shown that, roughly, 
about two-thirds of the pupils In a 
school room can bo properly graded 
as average.

Municipal Judge, district attorney, 


sheriff, chief of police and county 
and city motorcycle officers are unit- 
ed in the belief that accidents wilt 
be minimized greatly if all drivers 
erf automobiles are compelled to sub- 
mit to an examination and take out 
a driver's license. 


Legislation of that nature Is said 


to be in effect already in Jlichigan. 
JCew Hampshire, Rhode- Island and 
ether state and the same legislation 
is proposed by Fred R. Zimmerman, 
present' secretary of state, in Wis- 
consin. 


Although little is known here of the 


details of Zimmerman's plan, the prin- 
ciple of the thing found hearty sup- 
port among the local officers inter- 
ested In traffic regulation. 


Judge A. M. Spencer of the muni- 


cipal court would have the state so 
even further and compel automobile 
insurance. 
"Ex-ery man who drives a 


car should not only have a license 
to drive but also carry insurance on 
his car. There should bo a statute to 


enforce it. and whenever a change- 
is made in the ownership of the car. 
a new license should be obtained. The 
car should carry Insurance as a pro- 
tection to ethers 
against 
possible 


damage." the judge says. 


LEVER FOB COURT 


That enforcement of traffic laws 


would be simplified and made more 
effective, if the, courts had a leverage 
over .second 
and 
third 
offenders 


among careless motorists is the belief 
of John A. Lonsdorf. district attorney. 
"I think such a law would be a good 
thing," he said, "since it would give 
the state a chance to withhold and 
revoke the driving privilege of those 
who abuse it. Speeders. drunken and 
reckless drivers and those physically 
unfit to drive would not endanger 
human life as they do now." 


Sheriff Otto H. Zuehlke expressed 


the opinion that if it were made com- 
paratively easy to obtain a driving li- 
cense, the- law would accomplish much 
good, since the courts by a threat to 
revoke licenses would have a hold 
on all drivers that would be hard to 
shake off. "I understand that such 
a law now is in effect in some east- 
ern state." he said, "and I think that 
it should work cut satisfactorily in 
moonshine territory like Wisconsin. 
Fining and jailing offenders will not 
wipe out drunken and reckless driv- 
ing, but a drivers' license law might 
do a lot to reduce it. When once 
such a license were revoked, the drlv- 
cr should be prevented from obtain- 
ing another during a reasonable time." 


TESTS FOR DRIVERS 


"It's the finest thing in the coun- 


try," was the enthusiastic remark of 
George T. Prim, chief of the Apple- 
ton police department. 
"By that I 


don't mean that drivers should mere- 
ly obtain a license, but they should 


be put through a careful examination 
first to prove that they are capable 
of driving a car. Some one who 
understands driving perfectly should 
be appointed by the state, or county, 
or city, whatever is most practical, to 
conduct the examinations 
at 
local 


centers. I don't moan that 
every 


driver should have a mechinic's knowl- 
edge of a car, but he should under- 
stand the essential principles of driv- 
ing. Too many automobile salesmen 
or demonstrator, .tref'ous to make a 
sale, will give a man an half hour 
lesson in driving, and then pat him 
on the back and tell him 'you now can 
drive well enough.' 
Such a law, I 


know, would do much to prevent auto- 
mobile accidents." 


That ' accidents would be reduced 


and highway ordinances would be 
better observed if ~u driver's license 
law was in effect is the belief of Allen 
Kaufman, county motorcycle officer. 
I am not or.ly in favor of the law." 
he declared, "but I should like.to 
see the habitual drunkard denied a 
license from the very start. I don't 
know what plan is proposed for the 
examinations, but every man apply- 
ing ought to bo made to produce' 
several references. 
People who have 


bad eye-sight or only one arm or who 
are very old or extremely nervous 
should not bo permitted to drive."
